succession. 
For an answer as to what the 
situation is regarding Indiana’s wa­ 
ter supply, present and future, I 
had an interview7 with Charles H 
Bechert, director of the Water Re­ 
sources Department of the. State 
Conservation division. 
Bechert, a graduate of Purdue 
University, has been with the State 
Conservation Department 29 years, 
and has “grown up” with Indiana’s 
water problem. 
Hoosier State Blessed 
With Adequate Rainfall 
It is possible to speak with opti­ 
mism about Indiana’s water prob­ 
lem, in an overall fashion. The 
Hoosier state has some 40 inches of 
rainfall per year normally, while 
there are western areas that have 
less than one inch of rainfall in a 
year. 
There 
is, 
normally, 
adequate 
rainfall for our needs in the state, 
and our problem resolves itself 
into one of management chiefly. 
Our citizens arc awakening to the 
fact that water is not as plentiful 
and free as the air wre breathe and 
that knotty problems confront us in 
regard to keeping our water supply 
adequate to our growth. 
Factors That Cause A 
Water Shortage Now 
Here are a few of the factors 
causing water to become more of 
a problem in Indiana yearly. We 
have been hit by droughts pretty 
generally over the state for two 
years in succession. 
Indiana has had an enormous 
growth in population and likewise 
has been very successful in ob­ 
taining new industry.

Detroit news hounds, usually the most 
wideawake of any in revealing the exciting 
details of what the automobile industry is up 
to, have slipped woefully this year. Not a 
word has come from the motor capital as to 
innovations and improvements prospective 
buyers will find on 1956 models. 
Design changes have all been decided upon, 
dies are being made, and production of parts 
for next year’s automobile creations will 
start soon. 
Certainly horsepower will be increased, 
won’t it? Is some maker about to introduce 
the continuous, all-inclusive, wrap-around 
windshield? In due time Detroit scribes will 
answer such questions, but their silence is 
strange behavior that is difficult to under­ 
stand. 


Home Rule Lag 


In the 46 state legislative sessions this 
year little or no progress was made in solv­ 
ing a major problem of government. That is 
the issue of state control of municipal affairs. 
State legislatures continue to strangle local 
initiative, curb local responsibility, put un­ 
necessary expenditures on local taxpayers 
and set up roadblocks to the extension of new 
sendees needed to keep pace with municipal 
growth. 
States have a three-way stranglehold on 
cities. The legislatures pass laws. State 
courts render judicial decisions interpreting 
state laws affecting local governments. And 
the executive departments exercise adminis­ 
trative curbs. 
States do aid local governments by tech­ 
nical assistance and the return of some of 
the revenue which communities pay to the 
states. But big cities especially are on the 
losing end because they pay in much more 
than they ever receive in return in any form. 
All this started when state constitutions 
were adopted generations ago arrogating to 
the states most of the powers over local gov­ 
ernments. It could be ended directly by con­ 
stitutional reform to bring the charters up 
to date. 
Big cities are mature enough in govern­ 
ment experience to be trusted with big de­ 
risions. But the states show no willingness 
to give up any of their powers.

WASHINGTON jF — This is an ABC on polio vac­ 
cine. 
Dr. Leonard Scheele, surgeon general of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, has urged that all anti-polio 
vaccinations be stopped. For how long? This is indefi­ 
nite. Scheele says some vaccinations might begin 
again in a week. 
Why stop them now? So the government can make 
a more thorough check on the vaccines turned out by 
five manufacturers. The step was taken after Scheele 
had been in consultation several days with some of 
the country’s top experts in the field of polio and 
vaccination, including Dr. Jonas Salk who developed 
the vaccine. 
Of the five million children vaccinated since mid- 
April, 52 have developed polio and 44 of the 52 were 
given vaccine made by one manufacturer, Cutter 
Laboratories of Berkeley, Calif. 
Scheele Sunday expressed confidence in the vac­ 
cine of four of the manufacturers. None of that made 
by a fifth firm has yet been used. But Scheele said 
there is a “definite” association between the Cutter 
vaccine and the polio which developed in 44 children 
after they received it. 
On April 27, after eight children treated with the 
Cutter vaccine came down with polio, Scheele was 
reassuring. Although on that day he ordered all Cut­ 
ter vaccine withdrawn from use, he said: 
Sunday, after noting a “definite” association be­ 
tween the Cutter vaccine and polio in the chlidren 
who received it, Scheele said the Cutter product will 
remain suspended until the connection, if any, is es­ 
tablished. 
On April 12 announcement was made that Dr. 
Salk’s vaccine, widely tested in 1954, was 80 to 90 
per cent successful in preventing polio. That test was 
sponsored and paid for by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis.

In the belief the test would be successful, the foun­ 
dation arranged with the pharmaceutical companies 
f to go ahead and manufacture vaccine to be held for 
distribution if the test turned out all right. 
Immediately after the April 12 announcement, the 
manufacturers turned the vaccine loose with govern­ 
ment approval. 
Since the government is going to make a thorough 
check of the vaccine now, why didn’t it check thor­ 
oughly before the manufacturers released any of it? 
} A spokesman for the public health service gave some 
reasons: 
I. These firms were experienced in making it, since 
they had made it last year, and last year the govem- 
’ment had checked them thoroughly, in the successful 
1954 test; 2. everyone, government and doctors, has 
more knowledge now, and so on. 
I If vaccine caused any of the 52 polio attacks among 
those vaccinated, how could it happen? A number of 
explanations have been offered. Maybe none of them 
[is right. This is the most familiar one: 
Polio is caused by a virus. The vaccine contains 
dead viruses which are supposed to stimulate the 
body into offsetting live viruses if they get into the 
bloodstream. It has been suggested that maybe some 
f the viruses used in the vaccine were not dead but 
alive and set to work right away causing polio. 
But it has not been established yet that any of the 
vaccine was to blame for the 52 polio attacks among 
he vaccinated children.

year. It provides for a commission 
of 13, representing all agencies of 
state government involved in water 
matters, representatives of House 
and Senate, and Purdue University. 
This commission will study Indi­ 
ana’s water problems for the next 
two years and make recommenda­ 
tions for laws to be enacted by the 
1957 assembly. 
Highly important is the fact that 
this new law declared surface wa­ 
ters to be a natural resource and 
subject to control and regulation 
for the public welfare. 
We Can All Help 
Conserve Water 
Generally speaking, northern In­ 
diana has an advantage when it 
comes to water. In north and cen­ 
tral Indiana the retreating glaciers 
of the ice age left vast deposits 
of sand and gravel to hold water 
reserves. However, there are areas 
close to the lakes that are dry to 
an extent that crops are damaged. 
In southern Indiana we have am­ 
ple rainfall but it runs off quickly 
over the stone formations. A num­ 
ber of southern Indiana cities, such 
as Bloomington and Salem, have 
built water reservoirs that have j 
whipped the water problem for 
years to come. We are linking the 
impounding of water with conser­ 


vation and flood control. For ex­ 
ample, the new park lake at Ver­ 
sailles will supply the town of Ver­ 
sailles with ample water. 
Farm Ponds Prove 
A Valuable Help 
More than 10,000 southern Indi­ 
ana farmers have taken a big step 
to help by building ponds. Purdue 
| University is working toward a rel- 
j atively inexpensive water purifying 
plant that will remove odors and 
j silt from farm er’s ponds. 
Engineer Bechert worries about 
| the enormous water waste arising 
in northern Indiana from a thou­ 


sand or more “flowing wells.” 
They should be capped, equipped 
with valves, and allowed to run 
only a trickle to keep from sand-1 
ing up. In air conditioning, water 
should either be recirculated in the 
system, or restored to the ground, 
■ 
i probably by means of a second 
well. Overall, as individuals, we! 
should quit wasting water. The sup- i 
| ply is not unlimited.
